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Vandals 


Headstones 
are toppled 
at St. John

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Mary Lammert’s headstone had stood 
tall at her grave in St. John Cemetery 
here since November 1893 — nearly 100 
years 

But hers one of 49 headstones in 
the cemetery that were vandalized late 
Sunday night or early Monday morning 

“T just don’t know why ‘one would 
do something like this,’’” Cemetery 
Superintendent Randy Johns said Mon- 
day while checking records to try to 
restore the damaged headstones. 

“It's a disgrace — not to the people 
who buried here, but to the people 
who come to visit them. You can't put 
a price tag on the grief this has 
caused,"’ Johns said. 

The damage was discovered Monday 
morning. Johns said that he had been 
in the cemetery until about 6-p.m,‘Sun- 
day, and everything was in order at 
that time. 

Police were investigating the damage 
Monday, but had no suspects. They col 
lected about 35 beer cans, scattéred 
about the cemetery, as evidence, said 
Capt. Roy Koberna, 

Damage to the’stones was estimated 
at more than-$10,000- : 

‘The vandals apparently damaged the

Toppied stones some of them 
weighing as much as 700 pounds: — 
were strewn throughout the length of 
the cemetery 

Many of them, like Mary Lammert’s, 
had beer standing for nearly a century.

legibility. Others marked the burial 
place of the more recently departed. 
Johns said that the cemetery had 
been vandalized on Halloween’ night 
seven years ago, when about 35 stones

“When you’re talking about 
water going back, it’s more-diffi- 
cult than forecasting a rise,” 
said hydrologist Jack Burns of 
the National Weather Service in 
St. Louis. *‘And it’s even harder 
now than in ’73; we've got a lot 
more floodwater this time.” 
--The service’s four-week _river 
forecast predicts the Mississippi 
River at Alton will fall to 24 feet 
Sept. 1, still 3 feet above flood 
stage. If the forecast holds, the 
river should be back in its banks 
by Sept. 8, Burns said. 5 

The Mississippi River has 
been above flood stage in Graf-. 
ton and Alton since March. On 
Friday the river was at 40.1 at 
Alton, about 19 feet above flood 
stage, and at 36.4 feet in Graf- 


ton, about 18 feet above flood 
stage 
However, the forecast is 


more.of a guess than anything. 

“We can’t figure rainfall in 
these forecasts, so you can 
expect it will be longer than 
that,’’ Burns said. ‘It would be 
extremely rare not to get any 
rainfall the next five weeks."’ 

With significant rain, .it could 
be October before the river 
recedes below flood stage, 
Burns said.
